Starke Effect Shown To PuV>-

The first piibl'-c demons-trittion of 
the ."lark 'effect -was given by Dr. 
.1. .S. rosier at a popular Ic-ttirc oa 
the "Il'-:velallons of Spectrosoopy" in 
the .■\lacdonald I'hyslcs I.abonilor.v 
on Tue.''dny evening. lir. I*oster has 
dono much original work on tit-.- 
Stark effect and is now n recogniz-;-.! 
authority on this subjec;. I,;i-;t 
month llli•^-^e of his papers were ac- 
crpted by thc-;T<oyal Society of Lon- 
ilon. 

Dr. Koster drew .•itlent'on to tli'; 
fact thitl one is receiving color mes- 
sages from .\aturo at all times. In 
the science o!^ spectroscopy an at- 
luinpt is made lo analyse iliesi; tiv.-.^- 
.«a;:e3 and find in llicm as niu;:ii 
meunlng as pos.«iblo. Since these nic.--- 
.vages arc often complex, as in t!i-; 
Northern I^lghts, It becomes ncces- 
s;ir.v to first ileviso and study arti- 
ficial light sources ot a more simplo 
character. By Ihi» means a fund of 
inl'onnnllon is accumulated which 
in.-ikes it possible to better under- 
stand tho great natural sotirce.i of 
llehl.

Today more tlian ever before college stu- 
dents are expected to think for themselves and 
to think indeiiendently. Yet in this age of 
seemingly enlightenment there are many stu- 
dents who are still perfectly willing to accept 
everything as truth, either because the news- 
paper says so, or the professor does. We know 
of students who after three or even four year's 
. rosidence at a university such as McGill still ac- 
cept old ruling and customs williout consider- 
ing for a moment the value of such things. 

Many students accept advice or counsel 
from students who may be older and more ex- 
perienced and j et not so wise as themselves for 
the simple reason that they are to lazy to in- 
vestigate and come to decisions themselves 
Students should form the think habit. This does 
not necessarily mean that all students would be 
radicals or ultrs-liberal but simply means that 
undergraduates have u certain well-defined and 
considered principles based on examination plus 
experience and .iudgment. 

Students of history, students of phycho- 
logy and philosopiiy are the ones most incline to 
accept the dogmatism of their ciders and then 
to try to maintain such ideas in the face of even 
contrary evidence. Let the student contradict 
the professor if he has any grounds for such 
action and not only the class and the profes- 
sor will be enlightened but the whole matter 
will after having been thrashed out be more 
intelligible to the interested. 

How hard it must lie for the professor 
when he .says, "Has anyone any questions to 
ask?" and the class sits absolutely dumb and 
apparently uninterested, when all the time the 
professor is anxiously waiting for some one to 
advance a new idea, if a contrary one. We arc 
certain that the average iMcGill professor docs 
not ob.ject to sensible and considered contradic- 
tion.

Censorship Not Re»tr»int 
Claiming that tho only criterion of 
meaning is that of good use, Mac- 
Kenxle, of the affirmative, shwed 
that censorship is not restraint, bu'. 
"the passing of an official upon soi,v; 
w-ork (usually art) prior to its di';- 
semination lo tlie public." Tho un- 
derlying assumption ot censor.«hlp Is 
that tho present development, politi- 
cally, economically and morally, is 
perfect or ^■ory nearly ro. 

The speaker cited several books 
-n-hloh were not allowed to be road, 
as an indication ot the ridiculousness 
and .stupidity ot censorship in nil it.s 
form.s. The -suppression of knowledge 
and Ideas is another result of this. 
The protection of the weak and 
children renulres, not 'political ten- 
sors, but positive methods, which 
como through the church, the school, 
and the home. 

Parental Authority 
Ba&Ing his arguments on the fact 
that to win the debate the negative 
had only to p'rovc that censorship 
t\-as useful in one case, Chappel, Ih-î 
fourth spcsker, stated that parental 
authority -was a form ot censorshiji 
wh'ch wa.s both necetusary and useful j 
Censors, he said, arc appointed in tiw ! 
same wiiy as judges and school In- 
spectors and are not members ot 
political parties. 

Censorship, he claimed, deals with 
everyday tilings and not with ab- 
stract ideas about obscenity and 
purity; In pleading for censorship 
he cited the case of Ru.ssia which 
was trying, by propaganda, to under- 
mine tho British I^mplrc. If this pro- 
paganda were censored tho undc.'- 
inining effect would be provcnted. 

.\.ftcr citing other cases to prove his 
point Chappel concluded by stating 
that "Every government has not only 
the right but tho nocesslly to Im- 
poso a just form of censorship on all 
material which l.s published in the 
country." 

Klein, tlip la.st speaker for the 
negative siimmoil up his argument un- 
der three he.ids. Censorship, he .said 
was liypcierUif-.il. dançoroiis. iiioiia.-- 
ing to tlic liliprtle.s wliich it is suppo.-- 
cd to proteut, and la.stly. utterly use- 
less. He poinied out that censors nr-.> 
only human and are liable to ma':-^ 
inlHlakCH a.s well as other poopli-. On 
ai'counl of tho r lui.slakcs the inn 
cent must suffer with the g-iillty. lu 
declared.

Double Courses

TJrolhcr William McFio Cherry of 
Arts 1911. 

Under tlio terms of thiï gift tho 
Interest on the capital sum of one 
thousand dollars will bo used for tho 
purpose of awarding annually a prize 
of books in tho department of econ- 
o,inlcs and political science to be 
known as the Cherry prize. 

It was further approved at tho 
meeting that expcrimchiâl medicine 
be added as a subject for tho degiec 
of master oC 8:,icnco and doctor of 
philosophy in tho faculty of graduate 
studies and research of the tin:vcr.slty. 

Under the provisions of tho sta- 
tutes of JlrXilll n chapter fifteen sec- 
tion two, tho United Theological Col- 
lege was admitted as an affiliated 
theological collego of the university, 
the conditions applying as In the case 
of other affiliated theological colleges. 
Students taking double courses In 
ai l.s and theology are allowed to drop 
a subject In either the third or fourth 
year of tho facuUy of arts or a half 
course In each of these year. 

In the quarterly report of the lib- 
rary coiiiiiiltteo submitted lo Corpor- 
ation It v,-.as shown that from the 
period exteiiling from October 1 to 
December 31, the Itedpath lll)rary had 
an altcndnncc of 15, 074 with a circu- 
lation of 20,7;M. Tlio total attendance 
dining; this period at all tho'^lcGill 
iibrnrles wa : ÎO.ï.lfl witli a circula- 
tion of .l.'i.soa. 

Accessions numbered 3,712 which 
included 1,194 gift.«, 2,459 ptn-chascH 
and 59 exelmnges. One thousand and 
nlnely-nlne books weie lioiuid and 
5S9 repaired making a total of l.CSS.
